Likely it is some form of mechanical filter. Magnetostriction is the 
commonly used way that mechanical energy is coupled into the stack of 
mechanically resonant metal discs in a mechanical filter. 


Magnetostriction is a property of some magnetic materials - if placed in 
a magnetic field, the material slightly shrinks in size.

Well, magnetostriction does refer to the change in size of a magnetic 
material. If you wind a coil around a magnetic rod, it will change 
length as the current in the coil is varied. Not much, but enough. 

The rod has a natural resonance frequency, like a chime bar. So if 

you put a coil at both ends of the rod, you can drive one coil, which 
drives the rod, which drives the other coil when it moves enough, like 
at resonance. Then you have a MAGNETOSTRICTIVE RESONATOR. 


But the pictures of Collins filters show a series of disks, as I 
recall. Seems to me that reasonable size rods resonate in the 
ultrasonic range, and are used in ultrasonic cleaners, among many 
other things.

>Yes, I think there was one in a recent QST, but also a more inclusive one 
>in QEX a yr or so ago. I'll look for it specifically if you want. It 
>gives detailed instructions, but I think you need 2 xfxrmrs, not sure why, 
>or if I remember right. 


As I recall the issue was how to get the right voltage/current combo from 
transformers that were not centre-tapped. Two with primary in parallel and 
secondaries in series (phased right!) gave one heck of a power supply. For 


lower voltages, I recall something about operating without a centre tap, 
series the primaries and the secondaries (half voltage of first 
arrangement) or fishing a bit of the secondary (which is visible on most of 
these open frame transformers) and making your own more or less centre tap. 


A great way - I thought - to get a big transformer for little or no cost. I 
don't know what the duty cycle of these things is, but that would be an 
issue I think.

I have completed the re-capping and associated cleanup, alignment, etc. on 
this receiver, and am now ready to move on to the SP-600-JX-17. But, I 
need workspace (and more capacitors ;-) . 

This receiver has been recapped, ALL the Black Beauties and Gray/tan 
Uglies have been replaced. A previous owner had done a few, I put in about 
40. The electrolytic filter cap has been replaced, and several resistors 
have been also, when found to be off value. 

It is clean, tho' the gear train area doesn't look it, no bends, dings, 
etc. No corrosion. The panel has a few nicks and scrapes, I've filled 3 
relatively small (~1/2 x ~1/2") areas carefully with smoke gray paint, 
which isn't quite a match, but is much better than bare steel. The gear 
train spins freely. There are 2 toggle switches, non-operative, one 
installed in the tuning lock hole, and one in the hole for the xtal switch, 
which was never on this model. (it once had an FM adapter installed) 

Operation is very good. 

It needs a new line cord, I don't have any 3-wire ones at the moment, but 
will get & install one if the buyer wants. It's missing 3 tube shields, 
and 4 or 5 of the small hole plugs on the RF deck. Other than that, it is 
complete. A manual copy is included. Also the FM adapter (don't know if 
it works). I ama non-smoker. (don't know about the previous owner, but 
it's clean now). 

Price is $300, plus packing/shipping. It's heavy, manual says 66 lbs. I 
won't pack it myself, but will supervise MailBoxes, or another of your 
choice. I will be at the Shelby, NC, ‘fest Fri. & Sat. next week, 9/3-4, 
and could take it.

Thanks to all who answered my question. 


Just in case anyone else needs to know. The MFJ-940 has a "hidden" feature; 
The forward/reverse power readings are taken by xpushing in or pulling out * 


on the Power/SWR knob. (This unobvious feature was changed in later units to 
a separate push button switch.) It is also calibrated at the factory to read 
full scale at 300 watts with the indicator on the knob rotated to the 300 tick 
mark. The 30 watt setting is apparently somewhat less accurate, tho I managed 
to "re-calibrate" it so that it reads the same output level (18 watts) in both 
positions. Hopefully I won't regret that later. 


The unit is supposed to be able to transmatch anything to anything at power 
levels up to 300 watts thruput. It's done a decent job of matching the 18 watt 
output of the STT project to my 50 ohm dummy load so far...

Overall cosmetics--front panels close to new looking. I have repainted 
all 3 cabinets, as they had some chips/scrapes, no dings. The bezel around 
the panels have some paint scrapes. Chassis had no corrosion, I've cleaned 
them all. 

The HQ-180AX revr - has the fixed freq. xtal option, 6 sockets on the 
front panel, 5 inside. De-oxit was about all it has needed, in the tube 
sockets, and switches. Alignment went well. It's a nice "band cruiser", 
with ham band bandspread. 

The HX-50A xmtr - has had all elecrolytics replaced by me. The cans are 
still showing, 2 are replacements, one is not in use, the replacements for 
it & part of the others are under the chassis. There's a bnc jack on the 
back, and I must admit I don't remember what it's for-maybe a VFO tap for a 
display. 60w out on 160, and 80-95 true out on the other bands, into a 50 
ohm dummy load. I have done only minimal "tweaking" in it, always get 
"raves" over the good sound from it. 

The HXL-1 amp - has one replacement 572B, and one that was in it. The 
HX-50A drove it to a true 600w output on 20m, with 1015w inp, and did 
similarly on the other bands. I did put 100-110w in, and saw close to 1kw 
out. 

They do come with original manuals and all connecting cables. AI1l 
relaying is internal. All you need is mic, antenna & spkr. 

Now - I'm sure you've jumped here already - the price is $900. I really 
don't relish the idea of shipping these, unless professionally packed, with 
Supervision. Any packing/shipping costs are not included. 

I will be at the Shelby hamfest Fri. & Sat. of Labor Day wkend, and can 
bring them. I will be travelling to MA the week after, and could meet some 
one along the way.
